Stoned; Riots — 
Hit Damascus 


By The Associated Press 

Death, strikes, insults at the 
United States and grim threats of 
a holy war developed swiftly in 
the Eastern Mediterranean today 
in the wake of a United Nations 
decision to partition Palestine, a 
move which incensed Arabs 
throughout the area. 

Seven Jews were killed in the 
|Holy Land. Four other persons 
were slain at the Syrian capital 
of Damascus during an attack on 
‘communist headquarters and the 
‘cultural center of the Russians, 


who like the United States sup- 
|ported the move to create a Jew- 
ish state in part of the Holy Land. 
| The American legation in Da- 
}mascus was stoned, its flag was 
ripped down, its shutters tern off 
and some of its windows broken. 
Shouts of “Down with the Unit- 
| States." “Down With the 
| American University” and ‘Give 
us arms” rang through the streets 
of ancient Cairo. Students also 
leried out against Jews.

Seven in 
Seattle Crash 


SEATTLE ()—Seven persons 
were killed or fatally injured and 
10 others critically hurt in a fiery 
crash in which a _ four-engined 
Alaska airlines transport overshot 
a runway yesterday at the Seattle- 
Tacoma airport and smashed a 
passing automobile. 

Twenty-six of the 28 aboard the 
big plane scrambled from door 
and emergency exits or were pulled 
from the flames by rescuers.

Those who believe that, on the 
whole, Hollywood exercises: a bad 
influence, do not so think because

to create a work of art. 

Since we see only the pick of 
foreign pictures, we are unable 
to make fair comparative judg- 
mwents, but more and more people 
watch for British, Italian and 
French pictures in anticipation of 
films truer to life and its signifi- 
cant meanings. 


Efforts to subvert a social order 
flourish only when the standards 
that have made a civilization 
great, decay. AS a youngster fed 
on candy bars loses the taste for 
bread and butter, so a nation fed 
on false values loses touch with 
truth and reality. Hollywood cre- 
ates—to a great degree—a false 
world, and that is the primary 
charge against it. 

Hollywood presents other coun- 
tries falsely. During the Washing- 
ton investigations a picture was 
mentioned which lauded the So- 
viet war effort. The film, the 
author of which was Miss Lillian 
Hellman, might be called “Soviet 
Propaganda.” But what was 
wrong with “North Star” was 
something apart from this. The 
Soviet war effort was heroic; the 
resistance of the Russian people 
against a European enemy, once 
considered more “civilized” but 
turned barbarous, doubtless will 
engage the imagination of artists 
for decades to come. An artist 
might have illuminated that tragic 
epic and purged the heart with 
pity and terror. Miss Hellman 
might have done so—outside Holly- 
wood. 

But “North Star” managed to 
superficialize even such a titanic 
struggle and, at the same time, 
give American audiences a pro- 
foundly faise picture of life in 
Russia.
